GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE, ADDRESSES BY PRESIDENTS OF 
MEXICO AND CYPRUS 

GA OCT. 7 HEARD ADDRESSES BY PRESIDENTS OF MEXICO AND CYPRUS 
AND GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS BY NEPAL. MOROCCO, GRENADA, TOGO 
AND NIGERIA. ECHEVERRIA PROPOSED A NEW APPROACH TO INTERNATIONAL 
POLITICS BASED ON THE CONCEPT THAT "PEACE IS DEVELOPMENT"' TO 
REPLACE "MIGHT MAKES RIGHT." UGANDAN REPRESENTATIVE REPLIED 
TO OCT. 6 US REPLY. RIGHTS OF REPLY WERE ALSO EXERCISED 
BY REPRESENTATIVES OF SPAIN, MOROCCO, TURKEY AND CYPRUS 
FOR OVER AN HOUR BEFORE THE GA APPROVED, 40-5-24, BAROODY'S 
(SAUDI ARABIA) MOTION TO ADJOURN. BOLIVIAN PRESIDENT WILL 
ADDRESS THE GA OCT. 8 AND GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS WILL BE 
BURMA, VENEZUELA, SRI LANKA, FIJI, CUBA, CONGO AND GABON. 

-ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT OF MEXICO-- 

PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA PROPOSED A NEW APPROACH TO INTERNATIONAL 
POLITICS BASED ON THE CONCEPT THAT "PEACE IS DEVELOPMENT" 

TO REPLACE THE LAW "MIGHT MAKES RIGHT." HE OFFERED CERDS 

AS "AN UNQUESTIONABLE ADVANCE" TOWARD CREATING THIS NEW ORDER. 

HIGHLIGHTING VARIOUS ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL PROBLEMS, 

ECHEVERRIA TOLD SOCIALIST COUNTRIES THAT THEIR SUPPORT FOR 
THIRD WORLD DEMANDS IN VARIOUS FORUMS SHOULD BE REFLECTED 
"WITH EQUAL VIGOR IN THE SPHERE OF ACTIONS." HE DEFENDED 
OPEC ACTIONS, BUT CALLED FOR A NEW ORDER IN WHICH PRODUCTION 
AND PRICES WERE TAILORED TO THE OVERALL INTERESTS OF MANKIND. 
WHILE AFFLUENT NATIONS SHOULD PAY A "FAIR" PRICE FOR RAW 
MATERIALS, ECHEVERRIA ALSO URGED OPEC COUNTRIES TO RECOGNIZE 
THE "SERIOUS IMBALANCE" CREATED FOR COUNTRIES LACKING OIL 
AND TO STOP "SUPERFLUOUS INVESTMENT" IN DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. 

AFTER REVIEWING VARIOUS SOLUTIONS TO ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, HE 
ANNOUNCED THAT MEXICO HAD ESTABLISHED AN OPEN UNIVERSITY AND 
AN ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE OF THE THIRD WORLD 
TO HELP DEVELOPING COUNTRIES "DIVERSIFY THEIR EXCHANGES." 

TURNING TO POLITICAL PROBLEMS, ECHEVERRIA CALLED FOR PROGRESS 
TOWARD DISARMAMENT AND DISCUSSED THE MIDDLE EAST. HE 
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EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR PANAMA IN ITS "JUST DEMAND" AND 
"RATIFIED" THE PETITION ON SPAIN WHICH MEXICO HAD SUBMITTED 
TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL, EXPLAINING THAT "BOTH TECHNICALLY 
AND POLITICALLY, REASON IS ON OUR SIDE." HE ALSO ANNOUNCED 
THAT MEXICO HAD DECIDED TO ESTABLISH AN EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC 
ZONE REACHING 200 MILES FROM ITS COASTS, ADDING THAT "THIS 
IMPLIES AFFIRMATION OF OUR FULL SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE RESOURCES 
OF THE ENTIRE GULF OF CALIFORNIA." IN CONCLUSION, ECHEVERRIA 
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URGED REINFORCEMENT OF THE DECISION-MAKING CAPACITY OF THE 
GA, ADDING THAT THE RECENT REFUSAL TO ADMIT THE VIETNAMS 
WAS A "CAUSE OF GRAVE CONCERN TO US ALL." HE CALLED FOR A 
REDUCTION IN THE NUMBER OF MATTERS SUBJECT TO VETO AND THE 
EXTENSION OF THE RIGHT OF VETO TO ONE OR MORE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. (OURTEL 4837) 

-ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS' STATEMENT- 

ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS' ADDRESS CONSISTED CHIEFLY OF AN 
ATTACK ON TURKEY S DISREGARD OF UNGA RESOLUTION 3212 AND 
ITS CONTINUING EFFORTS TO PARTITION CYPRUS. HE SAID THAT 
THE ESSENCE OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM IS TURKEY'S AGGRESSION 
AGAINST CYPRUS, AND DECLARED THAT THE GOC WILL NOT COMPROMISE 
ON THE ISSUE OF ITS INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. 

WHILE POINTING OUT THAT TURKEY'S LACK OF GOOD FAITH OFFERS 
LITTLE PROSPECT OF FRUITFUL NEGOTIATIONS. HE INSISTED THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS PROVIDE THE BEST MEANS TO A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 
AND CALLED ON THE UN TO REDOUBLE ITS EFFORTS TO PROMOTE SUCH 
A SETTLEMENT. (OURTEL 4836) 

NEPAL-FOREIGN MINISTER ARYAL DEVOTED PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO 
ECONOMIC ISSUES, HIGHLIGHTING THE PLIGHT OF THE LEAST 
DEVELOPED AND LANDLOCKED DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE WAS 
ENCOURAGED BY THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION IN WHICH ALL NATIONS 
SOUGHT MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE SOLUTIONS, AND REITERATED MANY OF 
THE GROUP 77 PROPOSALS. HE CALLED ON THE PRESENT GA TO 
CONSIDER SPECIAL MEASURES FOR THE LANDLOCKED DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES AND TO ESTABLISH A SPECIAL FUND TO OFFSET THE 
ADDITIONAL TRANSPORTATION COSTS OF THOSE COUNTRIES. HE 
ALSO URGED THAT NEPAL BE CLASSIFIED AS ONE OF THE MSA 
COUNTRIES. TURNING TO ASIAN ISSUES, ARYAL POINTED TO THE 
POSSIBILITY OF UN ASSISTANCE FOR REBUILDING INDOCHINA. 
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HE HOPED THE KOREAS WOULD REOPEN THEIR DIALOGUE IN THE SPIRIT 
OF THE JOINT STATEMENT OF JULY 1972 WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVING 
PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION AND SAID THAT THE DELIBERATIONS IN THE 
GA SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TOWARDS CREATING AN ATMOSPHERE CONDUCIVE 
TO THAT END. HE WELCOMED THE SINAI AGREEMENT IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST AS "A SIGNIFICANT STEP TOWARDS PEACE," PROVIDED IT 
STIMULATED PROGRESS TOWARD A COMPREHENSIVE SETTLEMENT, AND 
ADVANCED THE VARIOUS SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS AS THE 
BASIS FOR A SETTLEMENT. ARYAL ALSO WELCOMED THE CSCE AS 
"BRIGHTENING" THE PROSPECTS FOR PEACE IN EUROPE AND URGED 
THAT DETENTE BE EXTENDED THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. ON DISARM- 
AMENT, HE REVIEWED VARIOUS PROPOSALS IN THE 29TH UNGA WHICH 
NEPAL HAD SUPPORTED AND CALLED FOR GUARANTEES OF THE SECURITY 
OF NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES AGAINST THE THREAT AND USE OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS. ARYAL ALSO SUPPORTED THE CONVENING OF 
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A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. (REPEATED INFO KATHMANDU) 
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MOROCCO-MINISTER OF STATE AHMED LARAKI STRESSED THE PROBLEM 
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OF THE SPANISH SAHARA AND REQUESTED INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT FOR 
MOROCCO TO ACHIEVE "FULL TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY." HE 
WELCOMED NON-ALIGNED SUPPORT OF MOROCCO'S CLAIMS ON CEUTA, 
MILILLA AND OTHER SPANISH POSSESSIONS AND STATED MOROCCO'S 
READINESS FOR IMMEDIATE NEGOTIATIONS ON THIS MATTER, WHILE 
DRAWING A PARALLEL BETWEEN MOROCCO'S POSITION AND THE SPANISH 
STANCE ON GIBRALTAR. LARAKI WENT ON TO CHARACTERIZE THE 
"WESTERN SAHARA" AS A "FUNDAMENTAL ELEMENT OF OUR NATIONAL 
EXISTENCE," AND CRITICIZED SPAIN FOR DELAYING DECOLONIZATION 
AS WELL AS TERMING THE PREVIOUSLY HELD REFERENDUM, ONE 
DESIGNED TO ELICIT A PARTICULAR RESPONSE, AND TAKEN WITHOUT 
ANY NEGOTIATION WITH MOROCCO OR MAURITANIA. HE CALLED FOR THE 
GA, IN THE LIGHT OF THE ADVICE RENDERED BY THE INTERNATIONAL 
COURT OF JUSTICE ON CERTAIN JURIDICAL ASPECTS, TO ADVISE 
SPECIFIC MEASURES WITH RESPECT TO THE RIGHT TO TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OF MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA. HE CITED CRITICISMS 
OF SPANISH COLONIZATION BY HIS SOVEREIGN, WHO NOTED THAT 
SPANISH RULE WAS IMPOSED ON THE AREA, THAT THE "WESTERN 
SAHARA" WAS NOT A TERRA NULLIUS, AND STRESSED THE CULTURAL TIES 
BETWEEN THE TWO AREAS. HE POINTED OUT THAT MOROCCO HAD 
COOPERATED FULLY WITH THE ICJ WHILE THE ADMINISTERING POWER 
HAD A "NEGATIVE ATTITUDE." HE CONCLUDED BY STRESSING THAT 
THE SPANISH SAHARA "CANNOT BE DECOLONIZED AS LONG AS THE 
RIFT CREATED BY COLONIZATION PERSISTS." 

LARAKI ALSO ADDRESSED HIMSELF TO A WIDE RANGE OF INTERNATIONAL 
ISSUES. HE PRAISED DETENTE AND THE RECOGNITION BY THE CSCE 
THAT THERE EXISTS A NEED FOR SECURITY ON BOTH SIDES OF THE 
MEDITERRANEAN. HE PRAISED THE "NEW SPIRIT OF MUTUAL UNDER- 
STANDING AND COOPERATION" AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

TERMED IT AN IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD A "NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER," AND URGED THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS 
INITIATIVES, WHILE HOPING THAT THE "DIFFIENCE AMONG CERTAIN 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TOWARDS CERDS WILL BE DISPELLED." 

HE REMARKED THAT "PRAISEWORTHY EFFORTS HAVE BEEN MADE TO 
RESTORE PACE" IN THE MIDDLE EAST, ALTHOUGH THE PROBLEM CANNOT 
BE SOLVED WITHOUT RECOGNITION OF THE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIANS AND THE EVACUATION OF THE OCCUPIED LANDS. 

HE CHARGED ISRAEL WITH PURSUING A POLICY OF "ANNEXATION 
AND EXPANSIONISM," AND BLAMED THE SITUATION IN LEBANON ON 
"ISRAELI DESIGNS" TO DISRUPT IT BECAUSE IT IS A PEACEFUL 
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MULTI-RELIGIOUS COMMUNITY. HE ALSO CONDEMNED RACISM IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA AND REGRETTED "THAT A NUMBER OF COUNTRIES 
CONTINUE THEIR COOPERATION WITH RACIST REGIMS." (REPEATED 
INFO RABAT, ALGIERS, MADRID, NOUAKCHOTT) 

GRENADA-PRIME MINISTER GAIRY CALLED ON THE UN TO ENFORCE ITS 
RESOLUTIONS ON NAMIBIA AND ZIMBABWE, AND TO LEND FULL SUPPORT 
FOR THE IMMEDIATE INDEPENDENCE OF BELIZE. WHILE WELCOMING 
THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, GAIRY INDICATED 
HIS INTENTION TO PRESS THE ISSUE OF THE RIGHT OF NEWLY 
INDEPENDENT NATIONS TO RECEIVE RESTITUTION FROM THEIR FORMER 
COLONIAL MASTERS. IN THIS CONTEXT, HE SAID THAT HE WILL 
TAKE THIS MATTER BEFORE THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE 
IF CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS DO NOT PRODUCE POSITIVE RESULTS. 

CITING RECENT TECHNOLOGICAL AND SCIENTIFIC ADVANCES, GAIRY 
PROPOSED THAT THE UN CREATE AN AGENCY FOR PSYCHIC 
RESEARCH" TO INVESTIAGE SUCH PHENOMENA AS THE BERMUDA 
TRIANGLE. HE CONCLUDED BY ENJOINING THE GA TO REVERE 
THE SUPREME BEING AS THE ONLY WAY BY WHICH A NEW WORLD 
ORDER BASED ON PEACE AND LOVE CAN BE ESTABLISHED. (REPEATED 
INFO BRIDGETOWN, PORT-OF-SPAIN) 

TOGO-FOREIGN MINISTER AYI HOUENOU HI INI EPF. ADDRESSED 
HIMSELF TO A WIDE RANGE OF ISSUES. HE CALLED FOR PEACE IN 
ANGOLA AND AN END TO INTERVENTION THERE BY THE GREAT POWERS. 

HE ATTACKED THE POLICIES OF SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA, 
CONDEMNING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF BANTUSTANS AND CALLING FOR 
THE APPLICATION OF UN RESOLUTIONS TO NAMIBIA. HE NOTED THAT 
ANY FINAL MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT MUST TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE 
RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS AND ENTAIL THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
ISRAEL FROM ARAB LANDS. HE REGRETTED THAT THE MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATIONS OF THE VIETNAMS FELL VICTIM TO AN "INCONSIDERATE 
ABUSE OF THE RIGHT OF VETO" WHICH IS THE "PRIVILEGE OF A 
CATEGORY OF RICH COUNTRIES." HE URGED THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
FOREIGN TROOPS FROM KOREA AND THE REPLACEMENT OF THE ARMISTICE 
BY A PEACE TREATY. THE MINISTER STATED THAT THE RESOLUTIONS 
OF THE 6TH AND 7TH SPECIAL SESSIONS REFLECT POLICIES TAKING 
SHAPE. HE ATTRIBUTED MUCH OF THE CURRENT ECONOMIC CRISIS 
TO FAULTY FUNCTIONING OF THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM, 
AND CALLED FOR ITS DEMOCRATIZATION, WHILE PRAISING UNCTAD 
IB IN THIS REGARD. HE APPLAUDED THE LOME CONVENTION AND 
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HAILED THE COMMUNITY OF WEST AFRICAN STATES AS AN EXAMPLE 
OF POSITIVE REGIONAL COOPERATION. ATTACKS OF THE DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES UPON THE "AUTOMATIC MAJORITY" IN THE GA WERE 
TERMED UNJUSTIFIED, AS LDC'S HAVE ALWAYS FAVORED COOPERATION. 
HE ALSO URGED THE RESTRUCTURE OF ECOSOC TO BETTER MEET 
THE NEEDS OF THE EMERGING STATES. (REPEATED INFO LOME) 
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NIGERIA - COMMISSIONER FOR EXTERNAL AFFAIRS COLONEL 
J.N. GARBA PRASIED THE UN FOR ITS ACCOMPLISHMENTS AND DECLARED 
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THAT THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION PROVED THAT THE 
UN WAS "CAPABLE OF RISING TO THE CHALLENGES OF THE FUTURE.” 

HE CONTRASTED THE ATMOSPHERE OF COOPERATION AT THE 7TH 

SPECIAL SESSION TO THE HOSTILITY SHOWN BY SOME TOWARD THE 

LDC ASPIRATIONS AT THE 6TH SPECIAL SESSION. HE STATED 

THAT THE COMMITMENTS UNDERTAKEN MUST BE DEMONSTRATED THROUGH 

ACTION, AND CALLED FOR IMPROVING TERMS OF TRADE THROUGH BUFFER 

STOCKS AND INDEXATION, ALONG WITH THE GREATER TRANSFER 

OF REAL RESOURCES TO LDC'S. GREATER COOPERATION AMONG 

LDC'S WAS URGED, AND HE CITED THE ECONOMIC COMMUNITY 

OF WEST AFRICAN STATES AS AN EXAMPLE. HE CALLED FOR A 

NEW LOOK AT THE CHARTER AND PRAISED THE REPORT OF THE GROUP 

OF EXPERTS WHILE REGRETTING THAT THE "UNCOOPERATIVE ATTITUDE 

OF CERTAIN MEMBERS" HAS PREVENTED THE AD HOC CHARTER REVIEW 

COMMITTEE FROM PROGRESSING. HE CALLED FOR GENERAL AND COMPLETE 

DISARMAMENT, REGRETTING THAT "COLLUSION" AMONG THE SUPERPOWERS 

HAS FRUSTRATED THE CONFERENCE OF THE COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT 

AND THAT THE RESULTS OF THE NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE WERE 

NOT ACTED UPON BY THE NUCLEAR POWERS. HE ADVOCATED A WORLD 

DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE AND STATED THAT IF IT WERE FRUSTRATED 

NIGERIA WOULD JOIN OTHER THIRD WORLD STATES IN CALLING FOR 

A SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT. 

COLONEL GARBA CHARGED IA SMITH WITH "WRECKING THE CHANCES 
FOR A PEACEFUL TRANSFER OF POWER" AND URGED THE UN TO GIVE 
"MAXIMUM SUPPORT" TO THE NATIONALIST MOVEMENT IN ZIMBABWE. 

HE ATTACKED SOUTH AFRICAN APARTHEID AND THE BALKANIZATION 
OF NAMIBIA, EXPRESSING THE HOPE THAT "THOSE WHO USED THEIR 
VETO TO BLOCK ACTION AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA" WOULD RECONSIDER. 

HE ALSO CRITICIZED CONTACTS OF BLACK AFRICAN STATES WITH 
SOUTH AFRICA, AFFIRMING THAT FRNENDSHIP WITH SOUTH AFRICA COULD 
ONLY BE BASED ON THE END OF APARTHEID. CHARGING SELF-DECEIT 
ON THE PART OF STATES "WHO CLAIM OPPOSITION TO APARTHEID" 

WHILE MAINTAINING RELATIONS WITH AND EVEN SUPPLYING ARMS 
TO SOUTH AFRICA, HE CALLED FOR THE GA TO REAFFIRM ITS ARMS 
BOYCOTT AND DEMAND AN END TO CONTACTS WITH SOUTH AFRICA. 
ALTHOUGH STATING THAT ANY BREAKTHROUGH IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST SITUATION WAS WELCOME, HE NOTED THAT THE VITAL ELEMENT 
IS THE PROBLEM OF THE PALESTINIANS AND CALLED FOR ISRAEL 
TO NEGOTIATE ON THE BASIS OF UN RESOLUTIONS. HE ALSO DEPLORED 
"OUTSIDE MEDDLING" IN ANGOLA AND EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE "FRATRICIDAL CONFLICT" OCCURRING THERE. 
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- UGANDA' RIGHT OF REPLY - 

STATING HE WAS REPLYING TO ALLEGATIONS MADE BY THE US 
REPRESENTATIVE OCT, 6, KINENE (UGANDA) CHARGED MITCHELL 
WITH VIOLATING THE CONFIDENCE OF THE COMMITTEE ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS BY CITING THOSE STATISTICS, WHICH HE CLAIMED WERE 
UNTRUE. UGANDA HAD AN INVESTIGATION OF ITS OWN INTO THE MATTER 
OF MISSING PERSONS, AND KINENE QUOTED THE RESULTS TO REFUTE 
MITCHELL'S CHARGES. HE ATTACKED THE ROLE OF THE CIA IN 
ASSASSINATIONS AND MENTINED THE ZIONIST INFLUENCE IN THE US. 

HE CHARGED MITCHELL WITH "SHEER DELUSION AND HYPOCRISY, 

AND TERMED THE US GOVERNMENT ' MURDERERS ', CITING THE VIETNAM 
WAR AND THE SUPPLY OF ARMS TO ISRAEL TO EXTERMINATE ARABS. 

HE DENIED THAT AMIN CALLED FOR THE MURDER OF THE JEWS 
BUT DESIRED A PALESTINIAN STATE WHERE PEOPLE OF ALL RELIGIONS 
WOULD LIVE TOGETHER IN PEACE. 

- SPANISH-MOROCCAN EXCHANGE - 

DE PINIES (SPAIN) DENIED THE VALIDITY OF MOROCCO S COMPARISON 
OF CEUTA, ET AL, TO BIBRALTAR, AS THE INDIGENOUS POPULATION 
OF GIBRALTAR HAD BEEN EXPELLED WHILE THAT OF CEUTA HAD 
NOT BEEN. HE URGED SELF-DETERMINATION FOR THE SPANISH 
SAHARA, AND NOTED ICJ WOULD SOON HAND DOWN ITS OPINION. 

SLAOUI (MOROCCO) REITERATED THE RIGHTS OF MOROCCO 
AND MAURITANIA TO TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, ACCUSED SPAIN OF INTER- 
FERENCE WITH THE ICJ'S INQUIRY BY BRINGING UP ALL SORTS OF 
LEGAL MANEUVERS, ETC., AND REPEATD SIMILARITIES BETWEEN 
GIBRALTAR AND CEUTA ET AL. DE PINIES URTED MOROCCO TO 
WAIT FOR THE ICJ REPORT AND ACCUSED MOROCCO OF ONLY BEING 
INTERESTED IN THE SPANISH SAHARA SINCE THE MINERAL DEPOSITS 
WERE FOUND. SLAOUI REPLIED THAT MOROCCO WAS READY TO NEGOTIATE 
WITH SPAIN AND DENIED THAT THE PHOSPHATES IN SPANISH SAHARA 
WERE A FACTOR. MOROCCO HAD BEEN INTERESTED IN REGAINING 
SPANISH MOROCCO EVER SINCE MOROCCO 
BECAME INDEPENDENT IN 1956, AND THE SAHARA PHOSPHATE 
RESERVES HAD NOT THEN BEEN DISCOVERED. ALSO, SPANISH SAHARA'S 
PHOSPHATE RESERVES WERE ONLY ABOUT FOUR PERCENT OF MOROCCO'S 
RESERVES, AND THUS INSIGNIFICANT. (REPEATED INFO RABAT,

RIGHTS OF REPLY ON CYPRUS - 

TURKMEN (TURKEY) SAID HE WOULD NOT COMMENT ON THE SUBSTANCE 
OF THE ARCHBISHOP S REMARKS BUT WOULD EXERCISE HIS RIGHT 
OF REPLY IN WRITING. HOWEVER, HE DID ATTACK HIS VERACITY. 

HE SAID THAT ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOUS SPOKE AS THE LEADER 
OF THE GREEK CYPRIOTS AND NOT THE HEAD OF A STATE AND 
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A LEADER OF THE ENTIRE ISLAND. ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) REGRETTED 
THE GA PRESIDENT HAD NOT CALLED THA TURKISH REPRESENTATIVE 
TO ORDER. TURKMEN LATER CITED VIOLATIONS OF CYPRUS TREATY 
AND THE INSTITUTION OF GREEK TYRANNY OVER THE TURKS IN 
1963 WITH LOSS OF LIFE, AND SAID TURKEY INTERVENED 
IN ACCORD WITH ITS TREATY RIGHTS AND IN RESPONSE TO THE 
INTERVENTION OF THE GREEK MILITARY GOVERNMENT. HE CITED 
REMARKS BY MAKARIOS DENYING THAT HE WANTED AN ACCORD WITH 
THE TURKISH COMMUNITY. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) CALLED FOR AN END TO THIS INTERMINABLE 
EXCHANGE OF RIGHTS OF REPLY AND HIS MOTION FOR ADJOURNMENT 
WAS APPROVED 40-5-24. (REPEATED INFO NICOSIA. LONDON, ATHENS 
ANKARA) 
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AT BRIEF MEETING OCT. 7. VOTES ON TWO DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 
OCT. 6 WERE EXPLAINED BY: AUSTRIA, WHICH ABSTAINED ON APARTHEID 
CONVENTION BECAUSE OF CERTAIN INTERNATIONAL PENAL REQUIREMENTS 
AND OTHER LEGAL CONDITIONS; FRANCE COULD NOT SUPPORT APARTHEID 
CONVENTION BECAUSE OF INCOMPATIBILITIES, ONE OF WHICH WAS IN 
REGARD TO PROTECTION OF FRENCH NATIONALS; EGYPTIAN DEL, IF 
IT HAD BEEN PRESENT, WOULD HAVE VOTED FOR BOTH DRAFTS; 

AND IRAQ, IF IT HAD BEEN PRESENT, WOULD HAVE VOTED FOR APARTHEID 
CONVENTION AND ABSTAINED ON CONVENTION AGAINST RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION. 

COMMITTEE 4 - RHODESIA 

TEN DELS EXPRESSED VIEWS OCT. 7 AS COMMITTEE CONTINUED DEBATE 
ON RHODESIA. GHANA REGRETTED THAT THE BYRD AMENDMENT HAD NOT 
BEEN REPEALED; BULGARIA, FHANA, CONGO, NEW ZEALAND AND 
ROMANIA SAID SANCTIONS SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED; BULGARIA 
STATED SANCTIONS SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO SOUTH AFRICA; AND 
MONGOLIA CALLED US AND OTHER WESTERN STATES SANCTIONS 
VIOLATORS. GHANAIN DEL SAID HMG HAD ATTEMPTED TO BE A LITTLE 
MORE SERIOUS ABOUT SANCTIONS THAN MIGHT HAVE BEEN EXPECTED, 
GIVEN UK BUSINESS INTERESTS. NIGERIA CALLED ON UK, US 
AND VORSTER REGIME TO BRING PRESSURE ON SMITH; CONDEMNED 
THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH THWARTED SANCTIONS, IN 
PARTICULAR FRG, SOUTH AFRICA, FRANCE AND USA; AND BELIEVED 
COMMITTEE SHOULD SET TIME TABLE TO URGE SMITH REGIME TO HAND 
OVER POWER TO THE MAIORITY. ALBANIAN DEL ASSERTED THAT 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS IN THEIR RIVALRY FOR WORLD HEGEMONY, 

WERE TRYING TO FIND A BASE IN RHODESIA AS PART OF THAT 
RIVALRY. BULGARIA AND MONGOLIA REFERRED TO DETENTE, WHICH 
CREATED FAVORABLE CONDITIONS FOR SOLUTION TO RHODESIAN 
QUESTION. 
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NEW ZEALAND DEL POINTED OUT UNITY AMONG LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
WAS ESSENTIAL, AND URGED COUNTRIES WHOSE PERFORMANCE LED TO 
DOUBTS ABOUT THEIR PREPAREDNESS TO ABIDE BY THEIR CHARTER 
OBLIGATIONS TO COOPERATE WITH SC. NZ, HE SAID, WOULD 
CONSIDER PARTICIPATING IN A UN PRESENCE IN RHODESIA TO ASSIST 
IN IMPLEMENTATION OF A SETTLEMENT, IF ALL PARTIES 
CONCERNED SO DESIRED. GHANA WELCOMED INITIATIVES OF BOTSWANA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MOZAMBIQUE, TANZANIA AND ZAMBIA AIMED AT PEACEFUL TRANSITION 
TO MAJORITY RULE, BUT WOULD CONTINUE TO SUPPORT USE OF ARMED 
FORCE IF THAT PROVED ONLY ALTERNATIVE. CONGO AND BARBADOS 
ALSO WELCOMED EFFORTS OF CERTAIN AFRICAN COUNTRIES TO SOLVE 
THE PROBLEM. ROMANIA AND BARBADOS WERE AMONG THOSE WHO 
HOPED ZIMBABWE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WOULD OVERCOME DIFFERENCES 
AMONG THEM. 

COMMITTEE 5 - GENERAL DEBATE, ICJ 

SUM OF $5,080,600 UNDER BUDGET SECT. 19 (ICJ) WAS APPROVED, 

71-0-10(SOVIET BLOC INCLUDING ROMANIA) IN FIRST READING BY 
COMMITTEE OCT. 7. IN DEBATE ON BUDGET MATTERS, STATEMENTS 
WERE MADE BY PORTUGAL, ECUADOR, UKRAINE, AUSTRIA, SPAIN 
AND ARGENTINA. 

PORTUGUESE DEL URGED THAT EXPENDITURES BE LIMITED TO ACTUAL 
RECEIPTS AND THAT FAT BE TRIMMED FROM UN BUREAUCRACY, 

PREFERRED FIXED-TERM CONTRACTS TO LIFETIME CAREER APPOINTMENTS, 
AND STATED ANY INCREASE IN WORKING CAPITAL FUND SHOULD NOT 
HIDE REAL CAUSE OF DEFICIT. ECUADOR THOUGHT INDISTRIAL 
COUNTRIES SHOULD ABSORB ADDITIONAL EXPENDITURES CAUSED BY 
INFLATION. UKRAINE MADE LONG STATEMENT PRIMARILY ON PERSONNEL 
MATTERS, SIMILAR TO SOVIET POSITION, AND PROPOSED JIU 
STUDY UTILIZATION OF UN STAFF. IN AUSTRIA'S VIEW 
DOUBLING WORKING CAPITAL FUND WOULD NOT SOLVE BASIC PROBLEM. 
AUSTRIA RELUCTANTLY SUPPORTED FULL BUDGET AND OPPOSED SYG 
USE OF FUNDS SET ASIDE TO COVER FUTURE INFLATION AS 
"BUILT-IN RESERVE." SPANISH DEL THOUGHT COMMITTEE SHOULD 
CONSIDER NEED FOR INCREASED UN INCOME WELL AS DECREASED 
EXPENDITURES BY ELIMINATING NON-ESSENTIALS. ARGENTINE 
DEL ASKED FOR REPORT ON IMPLEMENTATION OF JIU RECOMMENDATIONS. 
SAID FULL BUDGETING SHOULD BE APPROACHED CAUTIOUSLY, AND 
ASKED FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF WORKING GROUP RECOMMENDATIONS 
ON PROGRAM AND BUDGET MACHINERY, ESPECIALLY CONCERNING 
RESTRUCTURING OF UN ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AREAS. (OURTEL 4821) 
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COMMITTEE CONCLUDED DEBATE ON UNCITRAL REPORT AFTER HEARING 
21 STATEMENTS AT ONE MEETING OCT. 6 AND TWO MEETINGS OCT. 7. 

TURKEY. INDIA AND JAPAN AGREED WITH UNCITRAL'S DECISION 
TO SUSPEND WORK ON QUESTION OF MULTINATINAL ENTERPRISES 
PENDING IDENTIFICATION OF LEGAL ISSUES BY THE COMMISSION ON 
TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. PHILIPPINES THOUGHT 
UNCITRAL SHOULD UNDERTAKE STUDY DESIGNED TO IDENTIFY LEGAL 
ISSUES ON WHICH IT MIGHT TAKE ACTION ON ITS OWN IN CLOSE 
COOPERATION WITH COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 

CANADA BELIEVED UNCITRAL HAD AN IMPORTANT ROLE TO PLAY 
TO SEE THAT THE MULTINATIONALS PLAYED AN APPROPRIATE ROLE 
IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND HOPED UNCITRAL WOULD GIVE 
THE ITEM HIGH PRIORITY. FRANCE DID NOT THINK UNCITRAL WAS THE 
RIGHT BODY TO DEAL WITH MULTINATIONAL PROBLEMS AT THE PRESENT 
TIME. 

YUGOSLAVIA THOUGHT UNCITRAL'S WORK SHOULD BE VIEWED WITHIN THE 
CONTEXT OF A BROAD RANGE OF ACTIVITIES ON THE INTERNATIONAL 
PLANE, PARTICULARLY WITH THE UN, AIMED AT CHANGING THE EXISTING 
SYSTEM OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS AND ESTABLISHING 
A MORE EQUITABLE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. SYRIA CALLED 
FOR FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS TO UNCITRAL IN THE LIGHT OF THE 7TH 
SPECIAL SESSION DECISIONS, AND INDIA HOPED UNCITRAL WOULD 
TAKE ACCOUNT OF RESOLUTIONS ALREADY ADOPTED LEADING TOWARD 
THE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. 

USSR REGRETTED THAT THE COMMISSION HAD NOT FULLY TAKEN INTO 
ACCOUNT THE LAWS OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES ON THE QUESTION 
OF INTERNATIONAL PAYMENTS. MONGOLIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
MENTIONED THE FAVORABLE CONDITIONS CREATED BY DETENTE. 

NORWAY WOULD LIKE TO REQUEST SYG TO CONTINUE WORK ON A REPORT 
ON THE DRAFT FOR "LIABILITY FOR DAMAGE CAUSED BY PRODUCTS 
INTENDED OR INVOLVED IN INTERNATIONAL TRADING." AUSTRALIA 
WAS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN THE FIRST STAGES OF THE COMMISSION'S 
APPROACH TO INTERNATIONAL COMMERICAL ARBITRATION. TURKEY WELCOMED 
AUSTRIA'S OFFICER TO HAVE VIENNA AS THE SITE OF THE NEXT 
UNCITRAL MEETING. 

ROSENSTOCK THOUGHT SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE 
CONCERNING INTERNATIONAL NEGOTIABLE INSTRUMENTS, AND HOPED 
THE FIRST READING OF A DRAFT UNIFORM LAW ON INTERNATIONAL 
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BILLS OF EXCHANGE COULD TAKE PLACE NEXT YEAR. USDEL 
RECOGNIZED CENTRAL ROLE OF COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS IN EXAMING PROBLEM OF MULTINATIONAL ENTER- 
PRISES, BUT FELT THAT UNCITRAL'S HIGH STANDARD OF ESCHWING 
PROPAGANDA WOULD ALLOW IT TO DISCUSS THE QUESTION OF PROVATE 
CORPORATION AS WELL AS THOSE THAT WERE STATE-OWNED OR HAD 
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MIXED OWNERSHIP. HE AEDED THAT SOME OF THE REMARKS IN COMMITTEE 
6 WITH REGARD TO MULTINATIONAL ENTERPRISES CONSTITUTED 
A DISSERVICE TO UNCITRAL. HE HOPED A REVISED DRAFT SET 
OF RULES DESIGNED TO FACILITATE THE SETTLEMENT OF ARBITRATION 
OF DISPUTES WOULD BE AVAILABLE BEFORE UNCITRAL'S 1976 
SESSION SO IT COULD CONCLUDE ITS WORK ON THIS ITEM NEXT 
SPRING. VIEWS WERE ALSO EXPRESSED BY POLAND, BRAZIL, EGYPT, 
ROMANIA, MADAGASCAR, BANGLADESH. AND CHILE. 

AD HOC COMMITTEE ON THE INDIAN OCEAN - 

COMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS WORK FOR THE YEAR BY ADOPTING ITS 
REPORT TO THE GA OCT. 7. THE REPORT CONTAINS A DRAFT RESOLUTION, 
RECOMMENDED FOR GA ADOPTION, CONCERNING IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE 1971 GA RESOLUTION DECLARING THE INDIAN OCEAN 
AS A ZONE OF PEACE. IT WOULD NOTE THAT AS A RESULT OF CONSULTATIONS 
ENTERED INTO BY THE LITTORAL AND HINTERLAND STATES OF THE 
INDIAN OCEAN, AN AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE ON CONVENING OF A 
CONFERENCE ON THE INDIAN OCEAN HAD EMERGED. THE GA WOULD 
REQUEST THOSE STATES TO CONTINUE THEIR CONSULTATIONS, 

PAYING PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO: PURPOSES OF A CONFERENCE, 

ITS DATE AND DURATION, VENUE, PROVISIONAL AGENDA, PARTI- 
CIPATION, AND LEVEL OF PARTICIPATION. COMMITTEE ALSO 
RECOMMENDED THAT ITS MANDATE BE EXTENDED FOR ANOTHER YEAR 
AND THAT ALL STATES IN PARTICULAR THE BIG POWERS AND THE 
MAIOR MARITIME USERS OF THE INDIAN OCEAN, BE INVITED "TO 
COOPERATE IN A PRACTICAL MANNER" WITH THE COMMITTEE.

PLANS FOR OBSERVANCE OCT. 10 OF DAY OF SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTH

OCT. 7. ACTING CHAIRMAN NOTED THAT ANC AND PAC REPRESENTATIVES 
HAD BEEN INVITED TO TAKE PART AND THAT SPECIAL POLITICAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMITTEE AGREED TO HOLD TWO SPECIAL MEETINGS OCT. 10 
TO MARK DAY OF SOLIDARITY. BIRIDO (SUDAN) REPORTED ON HIS 
PARTICIPATION, AS COMMITTEE'S REPRESENTATIVE, IN MEETINGS OF 
COUNCIL OF AFRO- ASIAN PEOPLES' SOLIDARITY ORGANIZATION IN 
MOSCOW SEPT. 17-19. MRS. CISSE (GUINEA) WILL REPRESENT 
COMMITTEE AT WORLDCONGRESS FOR INTERNATIONAL WOME'S YEAR 
IN BERLIN (GDR) OCT. 20-24. ACTING CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED 
HE RECEIVED ANC PUBLICATION, ENTITLED "NUCLEAR CONSPIRACY: 

FRG COLLABORATES TO STRENGTHEN APARTHEID," AND COPIES OF THE 
INTRODUCTION AND CONCLUSIONS ARE TO BE CIRCULATED. REFERRING
